Meek the Brond Empyrenn and GGoos Bnck on
lt—-DMareputnble Bebnvier of the Natdlenal
Fowl.
We find the following disillusion in the Provi-
dence Jowrnal of yesterday:—
The Monitor Engine Company of Pawtucket
recently purchased o golden eagle, which had
been captured in a trap, with the inteatlon of
haviog it killed and monnted to ornament their
cogloe house, The bird was a fine specimen of
its specles, mensuring noarly seven feet from
tip to tip, weighing asbout twelve pounds, sud
had sustained no Fnjur_\' In its capture exaurt
the loss of oue toe in the trap. Mr. H. C. L.
Dorsey, the eceentrie eitizen of Pawtucket, who
has o fellow foeling for the captive, offered the

ANOTHER CHICAGO TRAGEDY.
" e
A Whole Famlly Polsoned — The Mother and
OUne of the UChildren Dead,
FProm the Chicago Timaes, February 17,

The people living in the vieinity of Bouth
Halsted and Lake streets were startled yoster-
duy by the report that one of their neighbors
bad murdered bis entire family. An Investiga-
tion of the rnmor developed thr following fucts:
—AL the house, No, 44 Lake street, lived Aaron
Beckner, nged fiffy-four genm; Annn, his wife,
aged thirty-seven years; Elizabeth, his danghter,
aged four years, and an infant son. Early on
vesterdny morning, the milkman called usual,
but on knocking at the door he was unable
to arouse any of the inmates, whersupon he
drove away. At 12 o'clock yesterday noon,
Oflicer Barnes, who had just come on duly,
wans told by a little girl that Mr. Beckner's
family were all dead. He hastened to the hounse,
and on entering the room he found Mrs. Anna
Beckner 1_\'illl!,ll}t'f\d on the bed, and the hittle
girl Iying dead beside her. Across the foot of
the bed lay the infant boy, the only live person
in the room. 'The ofticer was then told that Mr.
Beckner had gone to the milkman's, and he at
once started to arrest him, which be did, but it
required the help of four other men and an ex-
press wagon to bring him to the honse, Beck-
ner then made o statement to the effect that on
Tuesday evening the family had partaken of
barley gruel for sapper; that during the night
the three others were taken sick; that he
vomited congiderably, and that his wife
seemed in terrible agony: that about 4 o'¢lock
on Wednesday morning §Im. Beckner apd the
girl Lizzie expired, and that he was sick and
suffering so badly that hé could not alarm the
nelghbors. As soon as Beckner had been
brought to the house by the policeman, Dr.
Boscoe was summoned, and, with the ald of an
emetic and the nse of o stomsch pump, suc-
ceeded In obtaining a part of the contents of his
(Beckuer's) stomach:  The doctor states that he
found evidences of arsenic ln the admixture
thus obtained. In the stomach of both the
mother and little girl he found what he sup-
poses to be arsenic. The infant boy, Henry,
wak goon awakened by the noise about his bed-
side, and was gently lifted from the bed on
which lay his dead mother nnd sister. Beckner
was taken to the county hospltal. The bodies
of the mother and daughter were removed to
the dend-house, where an inquest will be held.
The deceased was the second wife of the man
Beckner,

THE SALE OF CADETSHIPS,

A Denial from Mr. J. iR, Sypher.

Perhaps 1
should have unceremonionsly kicked this man
from my presence; but I chose rather
to use mild means, and therefore resorted
to the professional ex{,)edicnt of demanding a re-
tainer of $2000, which 1 judﬁed rightly to be far
beyond his ability to pay. followed this de-
mand by the declaration that the aecceptance of
this retainer would in no way bind me to pro-
cure for him an appointment; nor had it any
reference whatever o the fact that 1 had o bro-
ther in Congress.  Isald to him, further, that
I would under no consideration recommend for
pomination to the Milltary or the Naval Aca-
demy any person who was not in every way
eligible for that position.

1 was never beforse, nor have I been since this
oceurrence, approached by any man on this or
o fimilar subject. This whole affair is the cul-
mination of a conspiracy of the parties who
were leacued to defrnud the Associated Press,
and this personal astack Is in retalintion for the
part I was compelled to take ln their exposure.

condition, by means of his gross neglect of daty, he
was wholly ignorant, and falsely represented to his
sald commander that they, s&id Turner and Symms,
were all right; that they had not been unlawfully

nished, and were not being punished beyond the
aw, whe:na in fact and In truth, sald Tarner and
Symms had been uniawfally punished and tortured,
and were then, and for 4 long time had been, eruelly
subjected to barbarous and horrible treatment, to
the disgrace of sald ship aud of the navy of the
United States.”

The Court, having found the acoused “‘guilty” of
these charges and speclications, proceeded to sen-
tence him, and then transmitted the record of their
Rmaadinas, for revision, to the Secretary of the

NAVY.

'l'lfe Secretary of the Navy, having carefally and
deliherately examined the record, was of the opinlon
that the sentence was (nadeqnate to the Anding,
and, accoraingly, on the fth day of November, 1560
ordered the Court to reassemble on the 16th day of
salid November to reconslder the sentence,

Having reassembled, In pursuance of this order,
the Court, upon réeconsideration, senténced the said
Lieutenant-Commander Henry B, Secly, U. 8, N,
“To be suspended from duty for four years, on fur-
lough pay, with loss of rank for that time, and to be
publicly reprimanded, In general orders, by the Hon-
orable Secretary of the Navy.”

11, This sentence seems to the Seocretary of the
Navy still inndequate to the charges of which Lieu-
tenant-Commander Sealy was found gullty, and the
proceedings, Nnding, anid gentence In this case are
lfnroved only for the reason thit they are the result
of & prolonged dellberation by a respectable and
legally organized conrt, and beeause Mr. Beely wonld,
otherwlge, go wholly without punishment.

Tu publicly reprimanding Lisutenant-Commandar
Eeely, in pursuance of the sentence, the Hecretary
can only &ay that, while he belleves that the “neglect
of duty,” which resnlted in punishments so orael,
conld only have existed on board a well-ordered ship
of warunder cover of the “scandalous and anofficer-
ke conduct” which avalled to shield and prolong It,
he can find no excose for the ofMeer who has been
found guilty of beth.

Lientenant~-Commander Seely remains in the naval
service, sinoe no officer, however culpable, can be
dismiseed except In pursnance of the sentence of &
general court martial ; but not the less most it be
understood that the {ofiction of punishment, un-
uucgnned by law, by thode whose authority to ia-
fict purishments s derived only from the law, will
never be tolerated LY the deparfment uuder any
circumstances,

Emma States District Attorney Smith appeared at
